Although the JPCHS Photo Directorate is not 
one of the largest clubs in the school, it has been 
one of the most active. The nine members of the 
directorate were responsible for the photos in the 
school newspaper (which received a trophy from the 
UAC Students’ Union, as being the best high school 
newspaper in the province) and those in the year- 
book.

What is necessary in order to become an edu- 
cated man? A high school diploma, a university 
dergee are both helpful, but to be well educated a man 
requires much more. Some of the chief requirements 
are theses tolerance, alertness, respect, and desire 
for self-improvement. 


One of the first characteristics displayed 
truly educated man is a tolerance for Bee cauyss 
their beliefs, and their opinions. Even when he has 
convinced himself that his ideals and beliefs are 
correct, he must accept and tolerate the opinions of 
others which may be different, but are equally sin- 
cere. In dealing with these situations he may, of 
course, attempt to convert his adversary through 
logical, reasonable arguments. If, however, he is 
unsuccessful, he must never resort to sneers and 
sarcasms to press his points. 


A second necessary characteristic is alertness. 
An educated person must be aware and ever con- 
scious that others may not be as sincere as he is. 
When new or radical ideas are presented to him 
the presentation may be carried out in a clever, 
skillful manner designed to appeal to his emotions 
rather than to his intellect. Through education he 
must develop a keen analytical mind in order to see 
through such falsehoods and misrepresentations. His 
education must aid him in selecting the major points 
and disregarding the minor ones. This should apply 
Ce ame to political matters but domestic ones as 
well. 


Respect is the third basic necessity which an 
educated person must possess. When confronted with 
a conflicting viewpoint, he must respect it even if it 
clashes severely with his own. He must allow each 
person, regardless of his own personal feelings, the 
right to form his own opinion. This does not suggest 
that an educated person must be weak, or that he can- 
not defend his ideals. It is well to remember the 
advice given Laertes by Polonius at the time of his 
departure for Paris. Polonius suggested, “Beware of 
entrance to a quarrel, but, being in, bear’t that the 
opposed may beware of thee.” 


The most important weapon an educated man 
can possess is an awareness of his own inadequacies. 
Each of us, regardless of how intelligent or success- 
ful, is capable of bettering himself. Education does 
not end with a high school diploma or a university 
degree. The greatest mistake a man can make 1s 
to become smug and self-satisfied with his achieve- 
ments. There is no saturation point in education; 
it is a lifelong quest, lengthy and arduous. The re-

UTUMN in all her splendour can best be seen from the 
vantage point of a prairie knoll. Below, fields of grain lie 
as a patch-work quilt stretching mile upon mile over the roll- 

ing conntour of the ground. All that remains in some fields are the 
many clumps of stately emerald spruce or colourful poplar trees. Other 
fields still bear stooks, still others, heavily headed grain not yet har- 
vested. All around is profuse abundance of the “staff of life.” 


Weeds on summer fallow appear vividly green against the black- 
ness of the soil, but pastures and clover fields are a dull greenish- 


brown. These are enclosed by barbed-wire fences, the posts of which 
are in every state of decay, from rotting and crooked to new and stout. 
Along the highway run heavy power and telephone lines firmly sus- 
pended in the air by tall, sturdy poles. In the distance may be seen an 
oil pump reclaiming the petroleum stored underground for millions 
of years, and above, the sun shines down brilliantly from the clear, 
blue sky, interrupted infrequently by massive white clouds floating 
lazily in the breeze. The air, though not cold, is fresh and sends a 


shiver of delight through the passer-by as he deeply inhales it and 
regards almost reverently this land of plenty.

} A. battle of suspense and anticipa- 
tion! This is chess. Although most 
authorities agree that it stemmed from 
games played in India, many believe 
that lusty battles were fought during 
the time of the great poet, Homer. 
With the exception of minor changes 
made in tournament rules during the 
sixteenth century, the game has re- 
mained the same since the time of its 
ancient origin. Opponents, one black 
and one white, match strategy in order 
to gain a victory. The battlefield may 
be of any size, but must be a square 
consisting of sixty-four smaller squares, 
which vary alternately black and 
white. The board must be set up in 
order that the right hand corner 
square is white. 


Each opponent controls sixteen 
men. Occupying the first row are a 
rook, a knight, a bishop, the king and 
the queen, and another bishop, knight 
and rook in respective order. The 
queen is always on the square of her 
own color. At the battle front is a 
row of eight pawns. And now, the 
dogs of war are let loose. White moves 
first, then moves are taken alternately. 


Each man has his own particular 
duty. The king, who is the most im- 
portant man, may move one square 
forward, backward, diagonally, or to 
either side. His queen has, more or 
less, the freedom of the battle field, 
moving any numbre of squares for- 
ward, backward, diagonally, or to 
either side. The bishop may move 
any number of squares diagonally, 
and consequently, may never be on 
a square having a different color from 
that on which it started. The knight 
moves with a peculiar, jerky move- 
ment in which two squares are moved 
either forward, backward, diagonally, 
or to either side, and then one square 
is moved to the side. The pawn moves 
one square straight forward, except 
for the first move, which may be either 
of one or two squares. 


Like the members of any army,

cach man has certain powers and 
limitations. Any man may capture an 
opponent by legally moving to the 
square which the opponent occupies, 
The enemy is thereby removed from 
the field unless a pawn reaches the 
opposite side of the board. By doing 
this, it may exchange itself for any 
captured piece. 


Each piece may capture other men, 
but the pawn alone does not capture 
with its regular movement. Instead, 
it moves one square diagonally for- 
ward. If the knight wishes to capture 
a man, but finds another in its way, 
it can merely jump over its obstacle 
and capture its opponent. 

A movement which involves the 
King and the rook is called castling. 
In it, the king is moved two squares 
toward the rook. The rook then leaps 
over the king to the adjoining square. 
This move may occur only once in 
each game, and then only under cer- 
tain limitations — neither participant 


can have been moved, no mén- must. 


be between the two and the king can- 
not be in check. As a rule, it is wise 
to castle early, as it protects the king. 

The king, the head of his army, 
can never be taken. If he is threatened 
by an opponent’s man, he is said to 
be in check. A checkmate occurs when 
he cannot escape the check in one 
move, and he loses the battle. 

To win the battle, one must know 
how to fight. Decisions must be made 
with foresight, and not based upon 
on-the-spot decisions. A chess player 
should always plan ahead, giving heed 
to both his defence and his offence. 
The mobilization of the larger more 
important men should not be stressed 
too early in the game. 

The chessboard is not really a battle 
field, and the battle is, in reality, only 
a game. But the doughty enthusiasm 
and eager zeal of chess-players, and 
the overwhelming thrill which comes 
with a checkmate will last as long as 
there are battles to be fought.
